A journatist in discussing ‘matters of 
general interest frequently gives personal 
offence.” In exposing public. scandals and 
in supporting «the , rights: of the manly. 
against the tyranny of the'few he cannot 
avoid appearing hostile to the assumed 
privileges » of individuals, 
‘opponents and enemies without knowing 
anything.about: them beyond their public 
acts. And, this is, of course, .of far more 
frequent occurrence in limited communities 
| like Hongkong, Macao, and the, Treaty 
ports of the Far. East’ than in poputous 
‘European and American’ centres. It may 
so happen, and’ no doubt does ‘happen 
:. often, that a newspaper editor becomes an 
object of individual unpopularity although 
his actual share in the article or paragraph 
that has given offence may have been of 
the most nominal kind. The law makes no 
fine distinctions where an editor's responsi- 
bility isinvolved, and following the example 
of her one-eyed ‘majesty, persons who feel 
"aggrieved by adverse newspapercomments 
“have rarely the sense of justice to consider 
whether their conclusions as to the perso- 
nality of their critics or the impartiality 
_of the criticisms are. well, founded or the 
contrary. ‘It must not for one moment be 
_ Imagined that, these remarks are intended 
“as our individual complaint of any injustice 
we, may have suffered as the alleged 
author’ of hostile, comments for which our
